Thus che 'Shop-keepers, who 
pay Taxes, and are the Support of our In- 
land Circulation, will immediately be ruin- 
cd, aud thus we ſhall degzar the Nation to 
provide for the Poor.

As this will make every Pariſh a' Market 
Town, and erery Hoſpital a Sture-hefiſe;, (o 
in Zondon, and the adjacent Parts, to' which 
vaſt Quantities of the Woollen ManufaQure 
will be thus tranſplanted rhicher, will in
